London, August 2—Lord Sajisbury, re- 
plying in the house of lords today to the 
liberal leader, the earl of Kimberly, who 
questioned the government as to the suc- 
cees of the peace negotiations between 
Greece and Turkey, outlined the status of 
the Constantinople changes of views, 0Oc- 
casionally referring to them in sarcastic 
tones, 

The premier said it was no wonder that 
the patience of many people was sorely 
tried by the delay. The complexity and 
multiplicity of the negotiations he argued 
might. however, account for «heir length. 

Continuing, Lord Salisbury explained that 
the peace the powers were trying to ar- 
range was no ordinary agreement between 
a conqueror and a conquered country. The 
terriiory conquered by the Turkish army 
was one assigned to Greece by internation- 
al arrangement and, therefore, the powers’ 
voice in regard to its disposal was recog- 
by the situat.on. 

The latter was right in demanding se- 
curity against incursions such as those 
which brought about the war and for that 
purpose a rectification of the fromier on 
a strategic basis was a reasonable demand, 
lt was also reasonable to hold that the 
Greek communities should not be placed 
under Turkish rule. 

The premier further asserted that her 
majesty’s ministers believed those ques- 
tions ‘had been settled and that Turkey 
had accepted the frontier Hine traced by the 
military attaches of the embass’es ef the 
powers, though the premier jshared Lord 
Kimberfy’s doubts. 

Speaking of the indemfiity to be paid 
to Turkey by Greece, the premier said: 

“There comes in the mysterious and diffi- 
cult question of the German bondholders. 
We do not think that any internat.onal 
duty lies on Europe to provide for their 
payment, though I admit they have been 
long unpaid.”

FRANCE WANTS TO EXTRADITE. 


New York Jeweler Is Wanted for 
“ Crime in Paris. 
New York, August 2.—The French govern- 


ment will ask for the extradition of Guil- 
laude Ralenst. who under the name of Wil- 
liam A. RBellwood conducted a jewelry 
store in Philadelphia and is now in the 
Tombs prison in this city, charged with 
defrauding a New York jewelry house. .

Washington, August 2.—A modification 
of the recemt circular of instructions to 
of internal revenue has been 
These instructions declare that all 
of smoking tobacco, fine cut, 
chewing tobacco or cigarettes containing 
articles prohibited bv sectton 10 of the 
new tariff act or having such articles at- 
tacped or connected therewith or adver- 
tising amy promise or offer of gift, reward 
or prize, contrary to the provision of 
the new act, are subject to seizure. 

The new order directs that all violations 
of this section or the act be reported to 
the commissioner of internal revenue; but 
no seizure shall be made without specific 
instructions from him. Seme question 
has arisen as to the power of the depart- 
ment in the prernises. 

The comtention is 
has no power to fix by 
governing the packing of 
ject to internal revenue unless in some 
way the power or convenience of the 
government in the collection is affected; 
also that this provision is im restraint of 
trade and interferes wth legitimate bus- 
ness.

Sherif Telegraphs Gov, Hastings 
Existing Conditions,

Pittsburg. August 2.—Whatever the im- 
mediate culmination of the strike situation 
may be in this district, it is evident Sheriff

Tonight he telegraphed Governor Hast- 
ings fully concerming the condition exist- 
ing here with the evident purpose of hav- 
ing the governor prepared for any emer- 
gency that may arise in the near future. 

It is learned that the governor has been 
so impressed with the gravity of the case 
that he has instructed the adjutant gen- 
eral to remain in his office all might, await- 
ing any requisition that may be made 
on him for troops. 

The only surface indications for this 
precaution is the fact that tonight an 
immense procession of miners and citi- 
zens, headed by Burgess Teats, of Turtle 
Creek, marched through the streets of the 
borough and back agaim to Camp Deter- 
mination, where a meeting was held and 
the burgess assured the men that they haa 
hissympathy as well as that of all the 
citizens thereabouts. 

It may be the sheriff, in view of the 
fact that the big assembly at McCrea’s 
schoolhouse today was in violation of 
the proclamation, has reason to believe 
that the miners are beyond his control, 
and has warned the governor of imperd- 
ing trouble. 

Beyond the meeting and marching to- 
night, all is quiet in the neighborhood of 
the camp. _ 


“RISIS SEEMS TO BE AT HAND. 


Siggest Gathering of Miners Ever 
Known Is Now On. 

Pittsburg, August 2.—The striking min- 
ers have broken all records both as to 
numbers attending their mass meetings 
and the excellent order and law-abiding 
behavior exhibited. 

It is conceded by ali that in former times, 
under similar circumstances. bloodshed 
would have resulted long ago from the 
conditions under which the minsers have 
been placed during the strike. 

The mass meeting of miners at the Mc- 
Crea schoolhouse today was the largest 
during the strike, and probably the larg- 
est gathering cf the kind ever seen in 
Allegheny county. 

More than 5,000 striking miners met for 
an all-day session, and labor leaders har- 
angued them in various tones, while bands 
of music served to stir up enthusiasm to 
the highest pitch. From eerly morning 
miners of every nationality were gather- 
ing at the schoolhouse. They came fn 
big bands and small ones. but the one 
that set the camp wild with enthusiasm 
arrived at 30:25 o’clock this«morning from 
Turtle Creck. It consisted of 1.60 miners 
from that cemp, and when they came in 
sight there was such cheering as has not 
been heard sirce the strike started. They 
came dcwn to the camp at the schoolhouse 
with bands playing stirring airs and ban- 
ners waving in the breeze. Cheer after 
cheer went up from the camp, and the 
marchers returned them with a will. When 
the miners of the two parties met there 
vas some wild sceres. Men rushed around 
shaking hands, shouting and even embrac- 
ing each other. The crowd gathered was 
so much lerger than anticipated that the 
men were wild with joy. 
day. 

T. J. McCoy, a prominent member of the 
Typographical Union, extended the sym- 
pathy and financial support of the prin- 
ters of the country and said the organiza- 
tion had made a per capita assessment 
for five weeks to be paid for the benefit of 
the strikers. 

A large number of the men who attend- 
ed the meeting were nearly dead from 
hunger. Some of them had eaten nothing 
since 4 o'clock yesterday and she com- 
missary wagon had not arrived when the 
meet. ng was over. 

Two new camps were instituted this af- 
ternoon after the meeting. The one at 
Plum Creek will 


be known as Camp Re- 
sistance, and the one at Sandy Creek will 
be called Camp Isolation.

The Officer’s. Statement. 

“I went to arrest Welah when directed to 
do so by Captain Abbott. °] missed him in 
South’s bar and was told that he had 
Fone up Piedmont avenue in the direction 
of the railroad l rode as far as the 
capitol and overtook Sam Hewitt, whom 
I had at first supposed to be Welch. Hew- 
itt told me that he knew Welch and had 


seen him going back toward Decatur 
street. { returned to Decatur Street, and 
just as I turned into the stree from 
Piedmont avenue Hewitt pointed Welch 
out tO me, The man was crossing the 


street and I hailed him. Instead—of stop- 
ping he ran toward Piedmont avenue and 
retraced his steps in the direction of the 
railroad, I saw that I could not overtake 
him on my wheel, as the street Was very 
rough, so I got off and ram after Welch 
an.foot. I had gome but a short distance 
when he, seeing that I was about to over- 
take him, turned upon me with his knife 
open in his hand. He closed in on me 
and I would ‘have been justified in shoot- 
ing him then. But I did not wish to kill 
him, so I pulled loose. Welch ran again 
and I shot in the ground to frighten him 
and make him stop. He stopped again and 
I fired in the air to prevent his 
closing in on me again with his open 
knife. He had already tried to stab me 
Several times. When near the Piedmont 
avenue culvert we came close together 
and I saw that he was about to use his 
knife once more. I shot twice, but neither 
time did I try to hit him. He then ran up 
the railroad tracks and I and Mr. Hew- 
itt followed. When he reached a point 
near the Butler street culvert he stopped, 
and facing me exclaimed, as he advanced, 
that I had emptied my pistol and that 
he would fix me. I backed and told him 
if he advanced upon me with an open 
knife I would have to shoot. The pistol 
ball remaining had already been snapped 
and I was afraid it would not shoot. Fin- 
ally, when I had exhausted every effort 
to keep the man from killing me with his 
knife, I raised my pistol and fired. That 
was the first and cniv time ] shot to kill 
and he. fell at the report of the pistol. [ 
was sorry I had to do it, but it was done 
in self-defense, When we were at the 
culvert on Piedmont avenue I let the 
man back me, and ag I did so J] heard a 
negro laugh and say that there was a po- 
liceman who was afraid to £0 up to a 
knife. Nobody could regret the affair more 
than I do, and I would not have shot the 
man if it had not been to protect my own 
life.”’

John Hay, to break the force of Foster's 
humiliating failure to reopen the question, 
and that ‘shirt sleeve’ letter of May 10th, 
begged Salisbury to let the British nat- 
uralists who have been studying the seals 
on our islands since 1S91 meet our natur- 
alists at Washington next fall and com- 
pare their biological notes ag.to these an- 
imals, all reference to the revision of the 
existing regulations to be expressly bur- 
red from the discussion. 

“Salisbury has permitted this. 
all of it. Canada comtrols this matter 
absolutely; she has an unusumlly easy 
task. as things now are directed on our 
side: she will again skin Foster as clean 
as she did at Paris in 1893.

ADMIRAL BEARDSLEE WRITES 


Ser’er of Celebrations Observed on 
Teland Draw Out Both Races. 


THE MOST FRIENDLY FEELING PREVAILED 


Miksdo’s Waiship Salutes Natal Days 
of United States and of ha- 
walian Republic. 


Washington, August 2.—The navy de- 
partment has received a report from Ad- 
miral Beardslee, commanding the Pacific 
station, dated Honolulu, July 17. 

The admiral makes a point of the fact 
that the Japanese warship in the harbor 
scrupulously observed not only the Fourth 
of July, but the Hawaiian independence 
day as well. He gays:

“Tt is not voluntary manslaughter, nor 
eny other degree of homicide except the 
sery highest, and if I shouid fail to give 
you this statute in the face of recent oc- 
currences in this community,” said the 
judge, “I would pe recreant to the duties 
of a judge and unworthy a place upon this 
bench. 

“Murder is prohibited by a sacred statute 
of the state and it is left to the courts and 
the grand jury to enforce it. When I in- 
struct you, gentlemen of the grand jury, 
that to take a prisoner from an officer or 
from a private person or take him in filght 
and execute him without process of law, is 
murder, I mean to say that it is murder 
without reference to the crime that may 
have been the provocation. No crime can 
be regarded as a provocation; for no crime 
can be connected as cause and effect. It is 
murder without reference’ to the other 
crime. 

Crimes Greater Than Murder. 

“There may be greater crimes than mur- 
der. I am not here to discuss that question, 
If I were to express my opinion I would 
Say there are greater crimes than murder.” 

He also characterized the crime of as- 
saulting a woman in most scathing invec- 
tive. Said he: 

“A man gulity of such a crime is gullty of 
the most shocking crime in the eyes of 
good and intelligent men, but the crime, 
however heinous, does not authorize the 
commission of another crime. One is not 
a provocation for the outner. 

“I Know,” said the judge, ‘‘that unless 
there is a healthy*public sentiment to sus- 
tain the courts the courts are powerless. 
What I say may be considered trite and 
commonplace. I know I say nothing new, 
but I do want to say that the law is the 
voice of the government. It is the voice of 
the entire people and it is the voice of God, 
and it should be respected by every man. 
Whether it is so respected or not is largely 
with the grand juries of the state. 

“If there has been such an instance of 
murder in this county it is your duty to 
diligently inquire into it and a true pre- 
seniment made of the matter. 

Sworn To Do Their Duty. 

“Remember, gentlemen, you are sworn 
to do this. The oath is not a matter of 
form. You are sworn solemnly in the pres- 
ence of the court, the people and your 
maker to make diligent inquiry and a true 
Verdict give.’’ 

The judge wished to know if any of the 
jury had taken the oath with a mental 
reservation not to find the offense of mur- 
der if the man killed had committed the 
Offense of assault.

FLORENCE HAS A BIG SALE 


Tvo Leading North Alabama Boom 
Cemparies on the Block. 


CREDITORS’ AGENT BUYS THEM 


Pioperty Once Valued at Millions Has 
Now Passed Into New 
Fands. 
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Florence, Ala., August 2.—(Special.j)—The 
two leading boom companies of nottn Ala- 
bama, the riorence Land, Mining and Man- 
ufacturing Company and the Florence Ed- 
ucational Land amd Development Com- 
pany, went out of existence today, all 
of the propery of the two companies being 
sold to N. C, Elting for $00.00. Mr. Elt- 
ing acted as agent for the creditors, 

It is believed the purchasers will con- 
solidate the two companies and torm a 
new company. ‘The property sold is worth 
a s#reat deal more than it brought, and 
at one time was held at fabuious figures. 

The two companies were capital.zed in 
the Fiorence boom of 188. 

Today's land saie eclipsed in interest and 
mugnitude the great boom sales of 1859 
and 1591, When ompitalists and specula- 
tors flocked here from the north anxious 
to buy Florence property at fancy prices. 
The sale was not so largely attended as 
the boom sales-and prices ruled considera- 
bly lower, but it has a greater signifi- 
cance. It marks the close of the boom 
and the beginning of a new era of substan- 
tial growth. 

The property included the Florence 
hotel, a large brick structure which is 
successfully operated; the Southern Fe- 
maie university, formerly the Baptist uni- 
versity, in Which the Rev. J. B. Haw- 
thorne was once deeply interested and 
Which was built largely through his ef- 
forts; tweerty-six residences in the city, an 
office building, seven buildings and lots 
im east Florence, 1,299 city lots, 303 lots 
outside of the city, 906 acres of land in 
Wayne county, Tennessee, 2,485 acres of 
mineral rights in Wayne county, Tennes- 
see, 183 acres of land in the city, ten 
city lots, 398 shares of stock of the Nash- 
ville, Florence and Sheffield railway, now 
operated by the Louisville and Nashville 
Company, fifteen shares of Florence Fur- 
niture Company, bills receivable due the 
assignee for $2,388.50, one office desk. 

The property all belonged to the two 
companies, the Florence Land, Mining and 
Manufacturing Company and the Florence 
Educational, Land and Development Com- 
pany. 

This was the fourth great land sale held 
in Florence. The first was in 1818, when 
the town was first boomed. Among the 
purchasers at that sale were some of 
the most prominent men of the day. Jack- 
Monroe and Madisom were interested 
in the new town and bought property 
here. The town was started by Old Hick- 
ory and he was one of the most enthusias- 
tic of the first boomers. Nearly seventy- 
five years elapsed before another boom was 
started and the town had sunk to the 
level of ‘a sleepy river village. 

In 1888 it was awakened from its leth- 
argy by a most vigorous boom, which last- 
ed for three years. Magnificent buildings 
were erected, large manufactories start- 
ed and the streets graded and paved with 
chert. Although that boom subsided sev- 
eral years ago, the town has continued 
to grow and is now in better shape than 
ever before in its history, with five times 
the population it had before the boom of 
1888,

The Legal Battle Begins. 

The hearing yesterday afternoon before 
Judge Hulsey was a stormy beginning of 
the fight, indicating that when the real 
issues are reached, the case’ shall have 
assumed wonderful proporitons.

THE HEAT WAS ABOVE NORMAL 


——_——-— 


The Mean Temperature Was One De- 
gree Too High—Still Great 
Rain Defiency. 


The month of July, just closed, was one 
of the rairiest months cf this year. 

The monthly meteorological summary 
which was issued yesterday morning, 
shows that during the month a small per- 
centage over the rormal rainfal) for July 
fell. 

The total precipitation for the month 
was 4.74 inches. The normal for July is 4 62 
inches. This leaves. the accumulated defi- 
clency for this year 7.14 inches. Unless 
the remaining months of 1897 are unusually 
rainy, this year will be another dry pe- 
ricd to be added to the list of eight years, 
during which the rainfall has fallen off 
so steadily and so surely as to cause the 
belief that the werld is drying up. 

Last year the rainfall for July was nearly 
twice the amount that has fallen this 
year. The total precipitation in 1896 was 
7.55 inches. Year before last the rainfall 
for July was cnly 2.75 inches. 

The heaviest rainfall ever recorded in 
Atlanta was 1411. which fell during the 
mor:th of July, 1887. The smallest rainfall 
for July was in 188], when only 0.45 inches 
fell. 

July was not a hot month. The highest 
temperature was recorded on the first 
day of the month, -ond was only 97 degrees. 
After that date the Weather grew-cempara- 
tively cold, ard on tha l4tiLthe temperature 
registered 59 degrees. The Mean tempera- 
ture was 79 degrees. which was one de- 
gree abeve the averege fcr July. | 

The greatest part of the rain last month 
fell on one day, but despite this, there 
were only seven clear days during the 
month. The cloudy days, perhaps, had 
some influence over the temperature. 

The outlook for August is very encourag- 
ing to the fat men and all who disl Ke 
hot weather. The month starts off with 
two scorching days, but the prospects 
are for pleasant weather. The weather 
bureau does not promise that overcoats 
will be needed, but the records for past 
Augusts show that the temperature will 
not likely range above the nineties. 

If August keeps up its present record 
for rainfall, it will make up the deficiency 
in the precipitation for the year. Only two 
days of the month have passed, but the 
rainfall has already amounted to nearly 
two inches. 

Yesterday morning the rainfall was ab- 
normal for so short a length of time. In 
a little over thirty minutes over an inch 
and a half of rain was recorded in the 
government weather bureau. 

This is just what is needed by the farm- 
ers, and will prove an especial blessing 
to the corn growers. The corn is beginning 
to “ear,.”” and at this period plenty of 
rain is needed to make the grains of the 
young roasting ears fill out. Farmers say 
that another good rain will make a fine 
corn crop, and they are happy over the 
prospects. 

The rains have had an effect on the cot- 
ton crops not altogether pleasing to the 
farmers. The forms have been dronping 
off in large quantities on account of the 
rains, but it is thought that no considera- 
ble damage will Tresult.

Former Treasurer Hardeman Thought It 
Was His in Fees. 


BLALOCK COMMITTEE SAYS NOT 


Law Said ‘“‘Pay Treasurer,’’ Not ‘‘Pav 
Into the Treasury.” 


CAME FROM 8, AND L. ASSOCIATIONS 


Treasurer Speer Got a Ruling from 
the Attorney General, Who De- 
cided in Favor of the State. 


The Bialock investigating committee dur- 
its investigations of the books of the 
State treasurer’s office has found what it 
believes to be a justifimble claim against 
the estate of the late treasurer, Robert 
U. Hardeman. 

The claim grows out of 
wording of the statute in relation to 
building and loan associations and its ex- 
act interpretation will have to be fixed by 
the law. On this interpretation will 
pend whether or not the Hardeman es- 
tate must pay back into the state treas- 
ury the sum of $2,100, which the late 
treasurer drew as fees under his reading 
of the statute. 

In 1890 the state legislature passed a 
law which required all building and loan 
associations doing business in this state 
to pay a license fee of $3. The exact 
wording of the statute directed that this 
money ‘‘be paid to the state treasurer,” 
and Mr. Hardeman construed it to mean 
that the money so paid was to be a per- 
quisite of that office. All laws of similar 
purport direct that the money received 
from taxation ‘“‘be paid into the state 
treasury,” and the change in phraseology 
led the Imte treasurer to believe that the 
money was rightfully and legally intended 
for him.

A Legal Decision. 

When.Mr. Speer was elected treasurer 
Mr. Hardeman told him that the building 
and loan association taxes# were a part 
of the perquisites of the office, and Mr. 
Speer so considered them for some t-me. 
He finally decided, however, that it would 
be best to submit the question to the at- 
torney general, and he did so, explaining 
fully all the facts in the case. After 
careful deliberation the attorney general 
returned an opinion which decreed that 
the intention of the law was that the 
money should be paid into the treasury 
of the state, amd not into the pockets of 
the treasurer. 

Since that time Mr. Speer has acted 
under the attorney general's ruling and 
the money received from building and loan 
associations has been turned over to the 
state, along with other fees in connection. 
When the Blalock committee discovered 
the failure of Mr. Hardeman, as shown by 
his books, t6 account to the state for 
these fees, they addressed a letter to the 
secretary of every budding and loan asso- 
ciation doing businss in Georgia, asking 
if they had remitted their tax. In nearly 
every nstance the reply came in the af- 
firrnative and the amount of the apparent 
shortage grew rapidly. The committee 
took the position that the money should 
have been paid into the treasury, and de- 
cided to present a cla.m. 

The Result in Doubt. 

Just what the result will be it is im- 
possible to foretell now. The Hardeman 
estate has been notified of the claim, and 
has replied that it stands ready to make 
the money good at a moment's notice if 
the law shall hold that it should be re- 
turned. Treasurer Speer refused to say a 
word about the case when called upon by 
a Constitution reporter last night and all 
the members of the investigating com- 
mittee who coukd be found in town were 
dumb as Chairnain Blalock said 
when questioned about it: 

“This cemmittee intends to make its 
report direct, to the legislature, and does 
not propose to publish it either wno.ly or 
in part in the newspapers in advance, 
What we hay discovered as io the booKs 
of Mr. Hardeman or of any other state 
official will be made Known in our report, 
and no subsequent event will in any way 
alter or effect our findings. However, even 
if | were willing to discuss the affairs oi 
Mr. Hardeman, i would be unable ww do so 
intelligently, because we have not com- 
pleted the examination of his books. The 
circular letter which we sent to the build- 
ing and loan associations was in pursuance 
of our plan to seek information outside 
as well as inside the capito, building.”’ 
Well posted men to whom the question 
was submitted last night differed as to 
the ability of the committee to collect 
the amount of their claim from the estate, 
owing to the fact that the attorney gem 
erat’s decision affecting the disposition of 
the fees was not rendered until after Mr.

When public sentiment is outraged :by 
an unmentionable crime, let there be 
no color line in its expression, so that 
there may be no haven or refuge for the 
monster guilty of this crime.

“Tfs” and “Buts.”’ 

It {is gratifying to observe the unanim- 
ity with which the newspapers of the 
state have arrayed themgelyes on the 
side of law and order and demanded 
for our courts of justice the respect to 
which they are properly entitled. A 
few of these papers, however, while tak- 
ing the broad position that the laws of 
thegstate should be upheld and that mob 
vio&&nce should be condemned by all 
goo¥ citizens, insist on throwing in 
such’ ccnjunctions as “if” and “but,” 
which have a tendency to weaken the 
foree of their reasoning if not, indeed, 
to destroy ‘it altogether. 

In a matter of such vital importance 
as yielding to the majesty of the law, 
there should be no “ifs” and “buts” en- 
tertained. Either the law should be 
suspended in all cases or else it should 
be maintained-in all cases’ From the 
justice of this proposition, there can be 
no rational dissent. If the mob is to 
govern, then law should be set aside, 
but {f law is to govern, then the mob 
should by all means go. Our courts are 
not simply matters of convenience to 
be resorted to whenever it suits the 
caprice or pleasure of individuals, but 
institutions of justice ordained and es- 
tablished by law for the protection of 
society. They are maintained at great 
expense to the taxpayers of the state. 
They represent in part the supreme au- 
thoriiy of the state and should be re- 
garded with reverence and respect. If 
| they fail to carry out the purposes for 
which they were designed, it is largely 
because ther ‘are lacking in moral sup- 
port: and this support can never be ob- 
tained as long as the mob is permitted 
to usurp the divine functions of law. 

Too much stress can hardly be laid 
upon the importance of maintaining the 
supremacy of the law and of putting 
down mob rule, whatever may be its al- 
lerced justification. If any number of 
' men have the right to band themselves 
together for the purpose of taking the 
law into their hands, it is perfectly 
obvious that one man has this right, 
and without going into the details of 
' this grave argument, it suffices to ob- 
cerve that the justification of mob law 
under eny circumstances is in effect the 
| justification of individuals, 

In this connection it is well to note 
' that the numerical strength of the mob 


| in Georgia has very greatly diminished 
within the past few vears. Tl ormerly 
the mob embraced whole communities 
within its scope; today it is made up of 
some fifteen or twenty infuriated men. 
What is the tendency of this reduction? 
If fifteen or twenty men are today jus- 
tified in taking the law into their hands 
where whole communities were justifiea 
some few years ago, what is to prevent 
solitary individuals from being justi- 
fied some few years hence in commit- 
ting the same outrages? . Obviously, 
therefore, the logic of defending mob 
rule is both fallacious and dangerous. 
If crime is to be suppressed in Georgia, 
the majesty of the law must be upheld. 

But there are some who insist that 
mob violence is sometimes rendered 
necessary for the protection of women 
and children. This is net true. If 
there is.one element of the community 
which is more vitally i@ierested in the 
strict enforcement of law than an- 
other, it-is the one which is made up 
of the weak and helpless. Women and 
children do not need the protection of 
the mob so much as they need the 
protection of the law, and if the law is 
rigidly enfcerced there will be no oec- 
casion for resorting to mob rule. The 
remedy for the evils which now exist in 
the state is a greater respect for our 
courts of justice and a stronger mora: 
sentiment upholding those courts. The 
machinery of justice may not be as 
perfect as it should be, but the cure for 
these defects is not to be found in re- 
sort to mob rule, but in so amending 
the law as to make it as near perfect as 
it can be made. This will assure Ssu- 
preme regard for law and order by em- 
phasizing the fact that every crime 
committed within the borders of the 
state will be duly investigated and pun- 
ished.

Deadly Microbe First Found by the Bla- 
lock Investigators, 


THEN «MR, NESBITT CAUGHT IT 


Ncw It Is Raging in Many Quarters 
and Mr. Swift Has It Bad—Leg- 
isleture Will Be Called on 
To Suppress the Dread 
Disease. 


A guano tag its about the last thing in 
the world that a man would feel like run- 
ning away from, and yet there are a good 
many nervy men in the state of Georgia 
today who would rather go up against 
a gatlineg gun than a guano tag. The Bila- 
lock investigating committee has filled 
the atmosphere at the ctate capitol so 
full of guano tags that the official inhabi- 
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The innocent Vttle guano tag, which is 
the cause of all the commotion in the state 
capitol. 


tants are nearly suffocated, and visitors 
stumble over them in the hallways. A 
flock of locusts in a Kansas wheat field 
is a pleasant diversion as compared to a 
tornado of tags in the otherwise peaceful 
career of a state administration. 

Until the Blalock committea came into 
being. the guano tag fulfilled its humble 
mission in the world as unobtrusively 
as a member of the legislature during his 
first term. Its very existence was known 
to very few people outside the office of 
the commissioner of agriculture, and even 
those who knew it very well regarded it 
with a lack of appreciation which in the 
light of later events is most cemarkable. 
If they had Known the dead’ty animosity 
of the guano tag when aroused, it is prob- 
able that the office of the commissioner 
of agriculture would never have been 
fought for as it has been since its creation. 

The Committee’s Fault. 

It was the Blalock committee which 
poked the guano tag and ruffled its feel- 
ings and caused it to rear up into an 
issue that threatens to overshadow the 
currency question in state politics. The 
Blalock c@mmittee discovered, while inves- 
tigating the office of the commissioner 
of agriculture, that four million tags were 
used a year and that they were being 
handled with a familiarity which did not 
become an agricultural commission. The 
committee did not know the deadly char- 
acter of the tag, but they thougnt the 
state was paying too much for their man- 
ufacture, and disposing of them with ex- 
travagance. 

The tags had cost from $1.60 to $2 per 
thousand since they first became a state 
commodity, and the Blalock committee 
asserted that it could buy them for 20c 
a thousand. Commissioner Nesbitt replied 
that the cost had been reduced because 
the particular sort of tag that he used 
had been controlled by a patent until this 
year. The committee wrote to Washington 
to the commissioner of patents and receiy- 
ed a reply saying that the patent had ex- 
pired in 1880. Commissioner Nesbitt said 
that this might be so, but that a trust had 
controved the output up to the close of 
business last. year. 

Tag Bids Opened. 

The committee continued to delve into 
the mysterious affairs of department book- 
keeping, and Commissioner Nesbitt went 
on placidly with the work of his office. 
But the tag did not propose to be downed 
so easily. Yesterday was the date on which 
bids for supplying tags to the state for the 
ensuing year were to be opened, and there 
was quite a gathering of interested partius 
in Mr. Nesbitt’s office at noon, when he 
broke open the envelopes containing the 
bids. Bookkeeper Hardeman took them 
down as Mr. Nesbitt read them off and 
scheduled the following result, the price 
mentioned being per thousand tags in a 
quantity of between three and four mil- 
lion:

COURTHOUSE DEAL 
“CLEARLY ILLEGAL’

That Is the Opinion of City Attorney, 
Judge J. A. Anderson. 


STATES IT TO THE COUNCIL 


Says Members Would Be Liable if Deal 
Is Repudiated in Future. 


QUESTION REFERRED TO KIM BY COUHCIL 


Alderman Wocdward Reviews His At- 
tack on the Trade and It Seems 
Hes Made a Telling Point. 


Once more the opposition to the purchase 
by the city of the county courthouse has 
shown its hand. Another attack has been 
made on the big deal reeently consum- 
mated by the city and county, and this 
time it looks as if an effective lick has been 
struck. 

In the council chamber yesterday aftert- 
noon the city attorney, Judge Anderson, 
was questionéd about the legality of the 
deal, and he, seemingly reluctantly, admit- 
ted that the deal is clearly illegal and 
contrary hot only to the city charter and 
ordinances, but to the constitution of the 
state of Georgia. 

This decision on the part of the city at- 
torney appeared to have an effect on some 
members of the council, and while ne de- 
cisive vote was taken, still it looks as if it 
is by no means certain that the body will 
continue to stand by the deal. The coun- 
«il went so far as to refer the question to 
the city attorney with a request that he 
submit, in writing at the next meeting, a 
full review of the question and giving his 
view of the legality of the trade and the 
consequences in the event that a future 
counc!! gees fit to repudiate the deal. 

Tho point was made by Alderman Wood- 
ward that the trade is illegal and he in- 
troduced a resolution calling for an elec- 
tion by the people for the purpose of is- 
suing bonds to pay for the courthouse in 
order to make the trade a legal one. There 
was a short discusison on the subject when 
the resolution and question were referred 
to the city attorney. 

Mr. Woodward repeated his argument 
against the deal and called upon Judge 
Anderson to make a statement ag to the 
legality of the question. 

Juauge Anderson Says It Is Illegal. 

“There can be no doubt that it is not 
Within the power of this or any other 
council to bind a future council by making 
a trade of this kind. One council cannot 
bind another and it will only be a moral 
obligation on the next counc!! to carry out 
the trade with the city. It is contrary to 
the state constitution for a municipality 
to make a deal or purchase of any kind 
which will have to be paid for wholly or 
in part by a future governing body. There- 
fore the trade between the city and coun- 
ty, in the strict sense of the law, is illegal 
and the city cannot be forced to stand by 
| ag 

Judge Anderson said ff the present coun- 
cil should make a payment on the purchase 
the council members aud aldermen can be 


sued by the city in the future for paying 
out its funds illegally. He said the coun- 
cil members are individually responeible 
and would be Hable in the event that a fu- 
ture counc!! should repudiate the trade and 
demand the return of the money paid out. 
Ccunty Might Hold the Money. 

Ile said he was not sure as to the prob- 
ability of the city securing a return of any 
money that may be paid the county on the 
trade after it once passes into the treasury 
of the county. It might be a legal right of 
the city to demand the return of the money 
on the ground that it was illegally paid out 
by this council. 

When it was stated that councilmen are 
subject to Hability individually it seemed 


that there was moro interest in the sub- 
ject and if an important change is made 
in the matter it would be no great surprise 
to many, although some councilmen favor 
Standing by the tradw, ' 
Judge Anderson said the city had built 
the Forsyth street bridge and mada other 
improvements by depending on a future 
council to stand by tho deal. Tha moral 
Obiigation had never been violated, he said. 


Councilman Culberson introduced a street 

car speed ordinance. Hie proposed to 
regulate the speed of cars as follows: 
Cars not to exceed ten miles an hour 
within a quarter of a mile of the depot; 
mot to exceed fifteen miles beyond a 
ouarter of a mile of the depot, nor not to 
exceed six miles an hour in crossing 
Streets. The resolution was referred to 
the electric railway cummilttee and the 
ordinance committee. 


Alderman Woodward introduced an or- 
dinance repea.ing the anti-horse racing, 
bicycle amd other race. betting ordinance. 
It was referred to the ordinance commit- 
tee. 


Councilman Camp introduced an ordi- 
nance creating the office of clerk to the 
city recorder. It was referred toa the 
finance committee. 


Alderman Woodward introduced an or- 
dinance mak’ng it unlawful for wholesale 
liquor dealers to ship lNquors to parties 
outside of Atlanta on -holidays except 
outside-of the county. They are to be 
required to close on all days retail lHquor 
saloons are required to close.

And That Is the Sort Described 
by Mr. dubignon, 


HIS INTERVIEW CAUSES TALK 


Governor Atkinson Says the Party Was 
Never In Better Shape, 


COLONEL CANDLER ON PRODIGAL SOXS 


fitorney General Terrell Says That 
President McKinley Is Strength- 
ening the Georgia Democra- 
cy—Otker Interviews 
Are Interesting. 


The tnterview with the Hon. Mleming G. 
duBignon published in .The Constitution 
Sunday morning wage the talk of the town 
politically during the day. The talk was 
very largely of an imperronal character, 
and the interview was discussed only as a 
new evidence of the strength ard unity 
of the democratic party in Georgia. it 
was the expression of the exact views of 
ninety-nine out of every one hundred dem- 
ccrats. one met and of five out of every 
ten populists. As a plain statement of the 
present democratic situation, it met with 
practically unanimous approval. 

Over at the statehouse it was read with 
the | gg agg by everybedy, and not 
only the state officials, but their visitors 
auring the day, dropped the weather as a 
subject of conversation and took up the 
interview. Their comments were, pointed 
and interesting. Governor Atkinson, who 
was in his offices for some time during the 
day, stopping on his way from Gainesville 
to Hamilton to look after some public busi- 
ress, said that he had read the interview 
with much pleasure, but very little sur- 
prise. 

Governor Atkinson’s Views. 

“The ideas expressed by Mr. duBignon,” 
he added, ‘‘are the same which were ad- 
vanced by the press and party workers 
during the campaign of 1896 and accepted 
and acted upon by almost every gold dem- 
ocrat in the state. At the conclusion of that 
campaign we were, with rare exceptions, 
a united party. Palmer and Buckner re- 
ceived geniy 2,809 votes in the entire state, 
rand the policy of President Mckinley has 
already brought these into the ample fold 
of democracy. Our party in this state was 
never more completely united than it is 
today.”’ 

Attorney General Terrell, 
Guties keep him very close to his desk in 
spite of the discomfort of work in such 
weather, said that he was too busy to talk 


whose official 


politics. 

“There was no question last year as to 
what constituted. the duty of a democrat,” 
he remarked, ‘‘there is none now, and there 
will be none in the next campaign. What 
a democrat should do when the party 
speaks is not a debatable question. The 
policy of the McKinley administration has, 
Il am satisfied, convinced the few sup- 
porters of Palmer and Buckner, in this 
state at least, that they made a mistake 
last year, and their folly will hardly be re- 
peated. With the exception of this frag- 
ment, the party was united in 1890, and it 
will continue to be united.’ 

Two Kinds of Prodigals. 

Secretary of State Allen D. Candler, 
when asked about the interview, said that 
he was very glad to know that ‘Mr. dubig- 
non entertained such wholesome views. 

“When a man gets out of line, either in 
religion or polities, it is a good thing for 
him to get back again,’’ said Colone) Can- 
dier, “‘and in religion as Well as in politics 
we have our prodigal sons. At the same 
time it seems to me that it is unnecessary 
to discuss the condition of the democratic 
party in Georgia just now, or to debate 4s 
to the duty of a democrat. A man who 
does not follow his party’s lead is not a 
democrat and need not be conskiered under 
any circumstanees. If there are any boit- 
ers left in Georgia at this time 1 would nut 
know where to put my hands upon them. 

“The best thing that could have happened 
to the democratic party in Georgia is the 
course which has been pursued by the pres- 
ident of the United States in giving all the 
little three-dollar crossroads postvuflices to 
the popuiists, and all the important federal) 
oniices to the negroes. The result of this 
is that all of the populists who are demo- 
erats at heart, and this means more than 
half of the entire party in this siate, will 
come back home woaere they belong, while 
those who are in the third pariy only for 
What they can get out of it will go to the 
republican party, where they beioug.’’ 

Representative Blalock, who is here with 
his investigating committee, said that he 
had read the interview with a great deai 
of interest. 

One Sort of Democrat. 

“But,”’ he said, “I do not recognize that 
there are now or ever have been two kinds 
of democrats. It was proper that we should 
differ as to party expédiency before the 
Chicago convention, but after that the man 
who opposed the declarations of that piat- 
form Was no more a democrat than Mark 
Hanna is. I believe in party unity and I 
believe that we have it. In fact, 1 do not 
know when the democracy of Georgia was 
ever in better shape than:it is today, or 
ever fn better spirits. What we are not 
doing for ourse!ves in the way of strengta- 
ening our organization President McKinley 
is doing for us.” 

A score or more or other talks, similar 
to these, with prominent democrats in all 
parts of the state could be printed, but 
these are enough to show the general feel- 
ing. Colonel Nesbitt, commissioner of ag- 
riculture, who returned from South Georgim 
yesterday afternoon, said that the duBig- 
non interview had been received by pariy 
workers there as a’ simple and truthful 
Statement of present political conditions, 
Visitors at the hotels from other points of 
the state spoke in the same vein and Mr. 
Blalock epitomized the general sent'qeént 
when he sald: 

“There are no longer two kinds of demo- 
crats.’’ 

In all truth he might have gotie further 
and said that in this neck of the woods no 
one claims now to have belonged to the

WANTS CITY TO 
FURNISH LIGHTS 


Councilman Hutchison Thinks Atlanta 
Should Own Electric Plant. 


THE RESGLUTION WAS PASSED 


Mayor and Committee Instructed To 
investigate and Report on Subject. 


— 


THINK IT WILL SAVE THE CITY MONEY 


Dr. Hutchison Believes the City Can 
Establish a Plant of Its Own 
at a Reasonable Cost. 


The city council has adopted a resolution 
instructing the mayor and electric light 
committee to investigate the subject of the 
city establishing its own electric plant. 
A resolution to this effect was adopted 
unanimously at yesterday’s session of the 
council, and it seems that there are a num- 
ber of members of the body who are in 
favor of carrying out the scheme. 

For some time councilmen and officials 
have been investigating the subject, and 
more than one move has been made to ¢se- 
cure for the city a plant of its own to fur- 
nish street lights. The city now pays many 
thousand dollars to the Georgia Electric 
Light Company every year, and it is ar- 
gued that by the city owning its own plant 
thousands can be saved. 

Dr J. A. Hutchison, ,councilman from 
the sixth ward, is the author of the resolu- 
tion passed yesterday. He has given the 
subject considerable thought, and is con- 
vinced that it would be a good ihing for 
the city to own its own plant, and he 
will urge -é@arly action on his resolution. 
He thinks the city can establish a good 
Plant at a reasonable cost and that it 
would pay the city to provide its own lights. 

Dr. Hutchison’s Resolution, 

The resolution offered by Mr. Hutchison 
and passed by the council is as follows: 

‘“‘Resolved, That his honor, the mayor, 
and the committee on electric lights be, 
and they are hereby authorized and re- 
quested to proceed at once to ascertain by 
correspendence, reception of propositions 
and otherwise as they may deem pest, the 
cost of construction and maintenance by 
the city of its own electric light plant tor 
lighting the city, and that report be made 
‘to the mayor and general council as early 
as practicable. 

‘‘Resolved further, That the mayor and 
commitive embrace in the report such 
recommendations as they may devm 
proper.”’

BRING OFFIGIALS 


Railway Men Will Be Here for Three 
Days This Week. 


EXECUTIVE BOARD MEETING 


Varicus Conferences Are To Be Held on 
Divers Subjects. 


HEARING ON PETITIONS TOMORROW 


Some of the Roads Have Made Very 
Full Answers to the Petitions 
and Some Are Holding Back. 


The -traffic officials will be here today, 
tomorrow and Thursday. There will be 
two or three comferences today and a 
meeting of the executive board of the 
Southeastern Freight Association at 3 
o'clock this afternoon, 

The traffic officials of the Georgia roads 
will discuss the cotton rate case which 
comes up tomorrow ‘before the state rail- 
road commission. The roads entering At- 
lanta will hear a report from the commit- 
tee appointed to handle the matter of 
contributing to the state fair. 

On Thersday a meeting will be held to 
look further into the movement of cotton 
next fall. 

The hearing tomorrow before the com- 
mission will be a matter of great moment 
to the roads. The petition is for a reduc- 
tion of 25 per cent in heal rates. This 
petition came up from Griffin and Savan- 
nah. All the leading roads in the state, 
with three exceptions, have filed with the 
state commission written protests against 
such ae reduction. The Central, the 
Plant system and the Seaboard have never 
put in answer to the petition. 
So far as Known, the Seaboard will not 
answer. The Central amd the Piant will 
make their answers tomorrow when the 
case comes up. Both these roads, in com- 
mon with the others, filed elaborate 
statements of their financial condition with 
the commission last May, and it is under- 
stood that they will rest partly on those 
Statements. They may ask the privitege 
of submitting additional statistics during 
the hearing. 

Captain D. G. Purse, of Savannah, has 
prepared a very elaborate argument going 
to show why the ro&ds should be compelled 
to reduce their rates. His argument will 
probably fill one hundred typewritten 
pages. ‘The Southern railway has an 
elaborate answer to the Purse and Brewer 
petitions, going fully ‘imto the condition 
of its finances and conparing conditions 
in the south with conditions in ther sec- 
tion of the country. Captain Purse has pre- 
pared a number of comparative tables to 
submit with his argument. 

Mr. Brewer, of Griffin, has submitted no 
written argument, and will present his 
case tomerrow in its entirety. He filed 
the first petition in this cotton case. He 
filed the first petition for the general re- 
duction of 33 1-3 per cent in all local rates. 
That case was heard and disposed of 
last May. Mr. Brewer says that he has 
enlisted in the fight im earnest and has 
other cases to bring after this one, per- 
haps one a month, But he says that he 
is a warm friend of the reads and wanhis 
to see them treated fairly.

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MR. FRANK MERRILL HERE. 


Mc bile and Jackson’s President Has 
Secured All the Money He Neeas. 

Mr. Frank B. Merrill, president of ihe 
Mobile and Jackson railway, passed 
through Atlanta yesterday on his way to 
New York. He was accompanied by Mr. W. 
D. Stratton, a New York contractor, and 
by Mr. Ogilvie, representing a Scotch syn- 
dicate. They had just been over the line 
and were on their way back north, They 
came in on the Atlanta and West Point 
and went out fifteen minutes later on the 
Southern railway. 

The Mobile and Jackson railroad is pro- 
jected to run between Mobile. a., and 
Jackson, Miss., a distance of 183 nfliles. }’or 
1%) miles it runs through a forest of vir- 
gin pine, which will produce immense quan- 
tities of turpentine, rosin and lumber. 

The first section of thirty miles will be 
open in a day or two. Mr. Merrill has se- 
cured all the capital he needs and will 
finish the road as rapidly as the work can 
be pushed. He stated to a Constitution re- 
porter that he expected to sign a contract 
within a few days for the completion of 
the whole line within twelve months. It is 
an air line. There is one cut on the frst 
section in which the workmen have been 
busy for six months, but it will be ready 
for the rails this week. . 

When the road is built it will tap the 
Illinois Cerftral and make a short line be- 
tween Mobile and Chicago. It will cross 
the New Orleans and Northeastern at Hat- 
tiesburg, Miss. Mr. Sam Parrott, chairman 
of the Seutheastern Freight Association, 
who was general manager of the new road 
when he was elected to his present position, 
says that it is the best new railroad en- 
terprise in the country today. Mr. Merrill 
is a successful railroad builder and pro- 
moter. He and Mr. Stratton and associates 
own the street railways of Columbus, 
which they took when they were horse car 
lines and converted into trolley lines. Mr. 
Merrill has handled some large enterprises. 
He has a contract now to build a railroad 
from LaGueyra, on the Venezuelan coast, to 
Carraccas. There is one road noWw between 
the port and the capital, but it runs around 
the mountain and is a long route. Mr. Mer- 
rill’s plan is to tunnel the mountain and 
reduce the distance to less than three miles.

ALL COLORS IN THE MOB 


Riucker Meets the Situation Bravely, 
but Makes No Promises. 


SAYS HE HAS NO JOBS TO GIVE OUT 


il Places Are Under Civil Service. 
Applicants Keep Up the Lick 
Hoping for Places, 


Surrounded by a hungry horde of pow- 
wowing pie hunters, Henry A. Rucker spent 
the day yesterday in the custom house. 

He did not take the oath of office, as was 
expected. The office will not be transferred 
to him unfil Thursday and he will take the 
oath either that afternoon after business 
hours or early the following morning. 

Rucker did not have a minute to himself 
yesterday. He sauntered down to the gov- 
ernment building in the morning. When 
he reached the postoffice he was‘:met Dy a 
large delegation of his friends. From the 
moment he stepnred Into the building until 
he went home at night he was constantly 
assailed by applicants for easy places. 

It was a motley crowd that laid: siege to 
the new collector. The mob formed a 
blooming bouquet with all colors and nearly 
all perfumes. Every shade,’ from lily 
whites to smut blacks, was well represent- 
ed. There was no class or condition that 
did not seem to have a delegate in tho 
mixed mass of men. They were not sep- 
arated by color, but all were in a medley 
around the newly appointed officer. 

As fast as one officeseeker wou!d rush up 
and seizing Rucker by the hand beg for a 
place, another would succeed him and ar- 
gue the many reasons why he 
given a soft snap. 
day. It was almost impossible to walk 
through the halt of the second floor. The 
press finally became so great that Rucker 
secured an office on the third floor, where 
he received his howling henchmen in 
bunches of two and three at a time. There 
were about seventeen applicants for every 
position in the gift of the collector. 

Rucker was very pleasant to all who ap- 
plied. He made no absolute promises, tell- 
ing them that he did not have any appoint- 
ments to make unless the offices Were re- 
moved from the classified service. This 
was very discouraging to the seekers after 
soft snaps, but nune of them retired from 
the field. 

Rucker talked to a- Constitution 
Sentative in a very pleasant and happy 
manner.

“A molwon was made to change the venue, 
and the reason of ihe motion was because 
counsel in his simplicity supposed that in 
a county where an effort had been maae 
to tynch an individual. and trom which ne 
had been removed but a day of two berore 
the trial, there might be at least some 
leaning on part of the people against tne 
cefendant, 

“The issue of present insanity was ten- 
dered because under a section of tne pres- 
ent code, which has been the law of tieor- 
gia for nearly one hundred years, this is- 
sue is to be first disposed of. 

“Tf it is meant a test of the law to sub 
mit to the supreme court of the state a 
question as to What is the proper measure 
of liability in an ascertained case of de- 
lusional insanity, then this will be a test 
of the law, and a very important one. 

‘“T tried this case once before when I wags 
unable to try it. I went into the trial of 
it again before I had recovered. I have 
done everything which could possibly be 
done to expedite its hearing, because [| be- 
lieve that this man is a totally irresponsi- 
ble creature. 

‘“‘T have been atthe bar some twenty-four 
years. During that time I have attempted 
to discharge my duty to my clients fear- 
lessly and fully, and this 1 expect to do in 
the future, whether the cases be civil or 
criminal. I certainly congratulate myself 
that my connection with criminal cases will 
soon cease. 

“I have always opposed merely technical 
lefenses in criminal cases. While a mem- 
ber of the legislature, I introduced a Dill 
providing for the amendment of indict- 
ments. 
think I might have brought it to a suc- 
cessful conclusion. 

“Prior to the beginning of the agitation 
on this question at the last year’s meeting 
of the bar association of this state, held 
at Warm “Springs. I took a_ broad 
position in favor of the abolition of 
merely technical, defenses to indictments. 
During the present year I had the honor 
of suggesting some months ago to The 
Constitution the bringing forward of this 
same question. : 

“Prior to the begiuning of The Constitu- 
tion’s discussion on this subject, I pre- 
pared and left in the hands of a member 
of the bar of Atlanta a paper to be read 
at the bar association, which advocated 
three things, first, the amendments of in- 
dictments; secondly, the putting of the 
state and the defendant upon an equality 
in the number of strikes of juries; third, 
the right of the state and a municipality 
to carry acase tothe supreme court where 
there. was a decision on a purely legal 
question against the prosecution. 

“T am satisfied that I have done my duty 
to my client, and in this case of Flanagan 
no effort has been made io delay it, no 
‘technicality,’ in the sense in which the 
term has been sprung, and nothing has 
been suggested which has not gone to the 
very substance of the case. In this par- 
ticular case the defendant was indicted un- 
der the name of Edward C. Flanagan, when 
his name is Edwin C. Flanagan, and the 
misnomer was waived, and the case went 
to trial on its merits. Of this fact, the 
udge and the counsel for the prosecution 
had notice before the piea of not guilty 
was filed, and my opinion is that Judge 
Candler and the solicitor general will both 
say that everything was done by me which 
could have been done to expedite the hear- 
ing, though a continuance would have been 
ced on account of the absence of mate 
al witnesses, if I had insisted upon it.”

THRERMEN HURT 


BY LIGHTNING 


Bolt Strikes Winship Mills and Smashes 
the Building. 


DAMAGES ELECTRIC PLANT 


Trection Line Cars Delayed for on 
Hour—Considerable Loss. 


RETAINING WALL WAS TORN TO PIECES 


$500 Damages to the Work on New 
Mutual Building—Several Houses 
Struck All Over the City. 


While the thunder storm was raging yes- 
terday morning, a bolt of lightning shot 
down from the overcharged sky into the 
foundry of the Winship Machine Company’s 
factory and very nearly killed three men. 

Another flash of the fiery fluid struck 
the retaining wall of the Mutual building 
now under construction, and hurled 40,000 
brick and tons steel oeams into a disor- 
dered mass thaf almost filled the excava- 
tion. 

A minvte later another bolt struck 4&4 
house at 500 North avenue doing considera- 
ble damage. 

A stable at 8&8 Luckie street was struck 
by lightning and set on fire. Only the 
prompt work of the fire department pre- 
vented the destruction of the building with 
the surrounding residences. 

A large tree standing in the eastern por- 
tion of the city was torn to pieces and a 
calf that had taken refuge from the rain 
not far away was killed. 

Other damages were reported from dif- 
ferent sections of the city. 

It was early in the morning and only 
Atlanta’s early risers were awake, when 
the storm burst in all its fury over the 
sleeping city. About 6 o’clock the clouds 
that had been hanging threateningly over 
the city for an hour, opened their murky 
flood gates and then for an hour the wa- 
ters poured down from the darkened heav- 
ens, the thunder rolled and the lightning 
flashed its furious fire across the sky. 

For thirty minutes the rain was terrific. 
Over an inch and a half fell. Lightning 
struck in many places and together with 
the water did as much as a thousand dol- 
lars damage in the city and came near kill- 
ing several people. 

Damage to the Mutual. 

The greatest damage was done to the 
Mutual building. Only the excavations for 
the building wittin the foundations of 
stone are complete. The’ retaining walls 
which support the street and are in a line 
with the curbstones have been built for 
some time. These walls have no connec- 
tion with the walls of the building and 
there will be an open space of several feet 
between the retaining wall and the wall 
of the building proper. The sidewalk will 
extend over this open space. 

Work on ihe building has been delayed 
for some time on account of there being no 
steel to continue with the construction. 
Last week the stee! arrived and was hauled 
to the site of the building, where it was 
placed on the streets with the greater part 
of tts weight on *he retaining wall. 

While the storm was at its height yester- 
day, there came a Diinding flash of light- 
ning from the sky and Ahe laborers at the 
building were surprised -to see the entire 
retaining wall on the Broad street side with 
its weight of beams, hurled into the exca- 
vations and all over the plaee. 

When the storm cleared away it was 
found that the wall was completely demol- 
ished. The 40,000 brick were scattered all 
over the place and buried with the beams 
beneath the dirt and stone. Over 125 feet 


of the wall was torn down to a depth of | 


ten or twelve feet. 

When the wall fell in the immense flood 
of. water that had been ptled against it 
rushed into the excavation carrying with 
it hundreds of belgian blocks and the stone 
curbing. 

Mr. Lewman, the contractor, 
shortly after the casualty. He said that 
the damage was fully $500 and probably 
more. He thought that by working a large 
force of men he could have the wall re- 
placed by tomorrow. 

There is a difference of opinion as to the 
exact cause of the wall being torn in. Mr. 
Lewman contends that the lightning did it, 
but some of his men say positively that the 
lightning did not strike the wall, but that 
it was forced in by the weight of water 
banked up behind it. 

Serious at Winship’s. 

The most serious work of the lightning 
was at the Winship mills. This building 
was struck at 7 o'clock. 

The employees had just begun work and 
were scattered all over the building when 
the bolt struck. The lightning struck at 
one corner of the building and before the 
men working there could make their 
cape, the timbers and stones of the building 
came crashing down upon them, 

One heavy piece of timber struck a negro 
named Wilkes Tanner on the head. The 
beam made a serious wound in the skull. 
Two other negroes were struck by the fall- 
ing timbers and more or less seriously in- 
jured.

In 
1897 the world’s visible supply of cotton, as 
will be seen by the table, was 94,000 bales 
more than now, while the price was 2 7-l6c 
higher. The world's consumption at that 
time was much less than nuw. The propor- 
tlon of American, ag will be seen, of the 
tot visible at that time, was decidedly 
le than it is today, but while American 
crops have been growing larger, there has 
been, in recent years, a greater increase, 
rlatively, in consumption of American than 
in its production, Spindles in Europe have 
been largely changed to accommodate 
them to the use of American cotton, while, 
of course, the tremendous increase of cot- 
ton manufacturing in the southern states 
in the past ten years has greatly enlarged 
the demand. 

The world’s weekly consumption of Amer- 
ican cotton today is estimated at about 
1(0,000 bales per week—130.000 {mn Europe 
and balance in this country, Mexico, Can- 
ada and Japan, While the estimate of total 
consumption for twelve months of the cot- 
ton season, ending 31st proximo, is 8,800,000 
bales—the estimate of the crop marketed 
in that period is 8,500,000. Adding to the 
latter, the amount brought over from the 
previous crop, about 1,100,000, gives a sup- 
ply this season of about 9,600,000, leaving, 
therefore, to be carried over into the season 
beginning September Ist next, 700,000 bales 
of American, against. 1,100,000 last year, on 
same date. European mill stocks of all 
kinds (or invisible supply) on Ist instant 
were 734,000 against 801,(00 last year. Their 
weekly consumption, all kinds, is 146,000 
bales, Therefore, European spinners had 
less than five and one half weeks supply 
thirty days ago, and will have still less on 
[Ist proximo. 

What the new crop may turn out is es- 
timated anywhere from 8,500,000 to 10,000,000 
bales, depending, of course, upon crop con- 
ditions hereafter and early or late frost in 
October. The growing crop is still about 
two or three weeks later than last year, 
on an average, throughout the cotton belt.

CASH DEMAND HEAVY 


London and Liverpool Closed---Other 
Foreign Markets Active and Higher. 


VISIBLE INCREASE IS HEAVY 


Corn Strong’ and Hot Winds West. 
Oats Were Steady—Provisions 
Were Lower. 


Chicago, August 2.—Wheat was nervous 
today. Prices were sustained, however, in 
the face of heavy reslizing by large salos 
at the seaboard for export. September 
gained %ce net.

Liverpool and London were still devoting 
themselves to holiday pursuits, and conse- 
quently regular market quoetaticns were 
not received from there. It leaked out, 
however, that Paris had made another sen- 
sational advance of equal to 2%c_ per 
bushel--at least it was so reported as the 
market was opening here. English country 
markets were 6d higher. The receipts here 
were only 248 cars, against 358 as estimated 
Saturday, and the world’s exports to Eu- 
rope for last week gave indications of 
being very light, the Danubian states re- 
porting only 112,00 bushels. Those were the 
points that the local speculators seemed 
most impressed with for a time, and caused 
the market to start very strong at %c over 
Saturday's closing price, and in about 
twenty minutes gained a further ‘see. The 
prospect of a heavy visible increase, which 
developed shortly, forced a sudden change 
Prominent bull leaders ap- 
peared as heavy sellers, disposing of 1,500,- 
bushels on -he swell. The demand thus 
filled, a general rush to realize set in and 
prices declined to the opening figure, rally- 
ing fitfully to 75%ec. The visible increased 
1,782,000 bushels, compared with a decrease 
last vear of 388,000. The total is now 17,814,- 
000 bushels, against 46,744,000 bushels a 
year ago. Export clearances from four 
principal Atlantic ports were equal in 
wheat and flour to 418,000 bushels. * Primary 
market receipts were 1,259,000 bushels, 
against 662,000 bushels a year ago. Kansas 
City received 812 carloads and Toledo 361, 
but against the Toledo receipts must be 
placed shipments from the same place of 
about 370,000 bushels. New York reported 
a good demand for wheat from Germany. 
Baltimore mentioned the same circoum- 
stance. The Paris closing cablezram fail- 
ed to support the early news from New 
York with regard to the French market, 
but Antwerp made the advance that had 
been credited to Paris—5S0 centimes, or 25%c 
per bushel. Paris was given as closing un- 
charged for the near delivery and equal to 
lc per bushel higher for the November- 
February term. Half an hour from the 
close New York reported 75 boatloads, 
equal to 600,000 bushels, taken for shipment 
to the continent. September wheat opened 
lc higher at 74%c, and advanced to T5c, 
shortly after the opening, reacted to 755gc 
after the visible statement was finished, re- 
covered and held steady until near closing 
time around 75%e and 75%4c, took a jump 
in the last few minutes to 7d¥gc, and that 
was the closing quotation. 

The corn market opened strong, chiefly, 
as supposed, because of crop damage Tre- 
ports from Kansas, for from elsewhere the 
crop was generally well spoken of. The 
trade was heavy, and notwithstanding im- 
mense quantities of long corn were put upon 
the market, it was readily absorbed with- 
out effecting any change in the prevailing 
bullishness. The price near the close was 
within a small fraction of the best figures 
of the day. Receipts were 1,19 ‘cars by 
rail and 35,375 bushels by canal, and the 
out inspection was 493,000 bushels. Clear- 
ances at Atlantic ports were 313,086 bush- 


els. The visible supply decreased 502,000 
bushels, compared with an increase of 
1,942,000 bushels last year. September, 


which closed Saturday with sellers at 277g, 
started this morning with buyers at from 
2@22B\ye. It advanced to 5c and reacted 
to 28\c, rose again to 28%c and closed at 
28%, Q@23'ec. 

Oats opened firm because corn did, sold 
off a shade later for the same reason and 
finally finished up the session with a slight 
gain over Saturday’s final quotations. 
Taken as a whole, quite a good business 
Was transacted, which was almost exclu- 
sively of a local sealping nature. Septem- 
ber opened a shade higher at 175%@17%ec, 
sola to 18c, back to 175% and closed with sell- 
ers at 1754@17\4yc. Receipts were .672 cars, 
110 of which graded No. The visible 
supply showed a decrease of 123,000 bushels 
and loeal stocks increased 41,000 bushels. 

Receipts/of hogs were 46,000 head, and that 
being so much in excess of 27,000, as esti- 
mated Saturday, the opening price of pro- 
visions was at a sharp decline from Sat- 
urday’s closing figures. There was some 
recovery afterwards, but the general tone 
of the market was heavy, and the amount 
of trading small.

Corcner’s Inquest Over the Body of 
Linahan.

A DETECTIVE IS ON THE CASE 


But Little Light Thrown on the Kill- 
ing Yesterday—The Verdict of 
the Coroner’s Jury. 


After as full an investigation as possible, 
the coroner's jury failed to throw any 
light upon the death of the man, Linahan 
or Linton, whose strange death was told 
of in The Constitution yesterday morning. 

The jury examined several witnesses be- 
hind closed doors, with City Detective 
Harris in attendance. The verdict of the 
coroner’s jury was as follows: 

“We, the jury selected, chosen and sworn 
by J. R. Stamps, coroner of said county, 
to hold an inquest over the deceased, Mike 
Linahan, now lying dead before us, say 
that from the best information, the de- 
ceased came to his death from some un- 
known cause, and 

“We further urge that the officials use 
every effort to find out a known cause. 
We believe he fell or was thrown from 
the fourth story window of the Imperial 
theater. We also find that his left arm was 
broken above the elbow, and also several 
bruises upon his back. 

“J. M. JOHNSON, 
‘J. R. STAMPS, Coroner.” 
Believes It Was Murder. 

After the inquest Detective Harris stated 
that he believed Lanahan was murdered 
by being thrown out of the fourth story 
Window of the Imperial theater. The de- 
tective based his suspicicns upon the evi- 
dence which came out before the coroner 
and from his personal investigation of 
the circumstances surrounding the man's 

death. 

The testimony at the inquest disclosed 
no further fects ia regard to the tragedy 
Other than were given in The Constitution 
Monday morning. Linahan, who was also 
known by the name of Ed Linton, was 
seen late Saturday afternoon in a barroom. 
and, while he was drinking, he was not 
drunk. No witness could be found who 
saw him £0 into the Imperial theater or 
into the adjoining bullding.

ON WHAT HILL WILL 
COURTHOUSE STAND? 


Decatur and Stone Mountain Are Both 
Nerved Up. 


DECATUR WILL STILL STICK 


Will Work Quietly To Put Their Case 
Befcre Legislature. 


MAHY PETITIONS WERE CIRCULATED 
The O!d Town Will Not Yield an Inch, 
but Will Fight Out the Ques- 


tion to the Finish. 


The people of Decatur have set their 


teeth and gone earnestly to work to re- 
trieve the courthouse. They acknowledge 
the decision of the supreme court to be 


the only construction that could have been 
placed on that section of the code relating 
to the removal of county sites and they 
know that they have fairly lost in the fight 
so far. They do not intend to let the prize 
slip any furcher. They have begun to pre- 
pare their case in order to have it well 
presented to the legislature. 

Yesterday a number of petittons were 
started out through the county for the 
purpose of getting all the citizens to sign 
their names and to assert their opposition 
(o the proposed removal. In the western 
part of the county it met with a ready re- 
sponse and the first day it has received 
many signatures. The petition is very 
short and recites only a few of the sta’'is- 
tics that have been prepared by Colonel 
Milton A. Candler, who represents the De- 
catur people, 

This petition is only being signed by. the 
registered voters at the time of the elec- 
tion and those who are now registered, but 
were not at the time the question was voted 
on Will not be asked to sign, 

Decatur’s Petition Out. 

In a few days another petition will be 
circulated for the signatures of the proper- 
ty owners of the county who are either 
not residents or are not registered. Th.s 
will be largely signed and wl have much 
influence with the final arbiters. The pres- 
ent petition reads as follows: 

‘‘To the General Assembly of Georgia—In 
view of the election held in the county of 
DeKalb as to the change of the county 
site and the fact that there were 3,006 qual- 
“lied voters in said county registered for 
said election and that less than one-third 
of them (974) voted in sa‘'d election (many 
voters believing that remaining away fron 
the poles was as effectual as voting aginst 
removal), and further that the county site 
‘he town of Decatur is nearer to a ma- 
jor.ty of voters and taxpayers of the coun- 
ty than Stone Mountain, and by reason of 
the public roads now converging to fhe 
county and the large number of rail- 
roads through the wes'ern portion secur- 
ing more convenient and less expensive 
communication to the public interested with 
the present place for the public bus’ness 
tran the town of Stone Moun‘ain: and that 
of the taxable lands of the county 164.278 
acres of the value of $8.412.991.. about 90.000 
acres of the value of $2.577.2§ (more than 
two-thirds of the taxable land values) is 
in the western portion of the county and 
nearer to Decature than Stone Mounta'n, 
and belleving that every public interest de- 
mands that there be no removal of the 
county  site—the undersigned taxpavers 
and voters of said county pray the general 
assembly not to vote and’ remove the coun- 
ty site from the town of Decature to Stone 
Mountain, 

Stone Morvtain Will Move. 

The people of Stone Mountain will verv 
soon have thet: petitions running and they 
are confident that thew can secure the 
greatest number of names. It is claimed 
by them that all those citizens whe wish 
an economical admini!strat‘on of the coun- 
ty affairs are anxious to have the court- 
house moved to their town. They have 
already the land and “he stone with a large 
amount of funds subser' ted, and these will 
save the county a considerable amount In 
the erection of a new courthouse. 

The fight remains almost wholly with 
the two representatives. They have not vet 
taken any defin'te stand and are waiting 
on the result that the respective petitions 
will show. 

Fulton’s Representatives Speak. 

Hon. Thomas B. Felder, chairman of the 
judic’ary committee of the house,  be- 
fore which the question will go, said yes- 
terday: “In regard to the contest in De- 
Kalb county on the question of the removal 
of the courthouse to Stone Mounta‘’n, I 
would say that my ineclinat'on Is to vote 
with her representatives, if they ar to- 
gether. If they are div'ded, T shall endeav- 
or to ascertain the wishes of a majority 
of the people and cast my vote accordingly. 
As a matter of comity, on all quest‘ons 
purely local the dispos‘t'on of the mem- 
bers of the general assembly is to defer to 
the wishes and views of the representa- 
tives of the counties affected.”
